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Trade After War. 


Reports were issued last night, the 
Board of Trade, of four departmental com- 
mittees on the problems that will confront 
the engineering, iron and steel, textile, and 
electrical trades after the war. All 
four committees agree that provision will 
have to be made against “dumping,” and 
advocate legislatian on the lines of that 
which has been found so effective in the 
United States. They agree also that pun 
tive enactments against Germany and her 
allies are desirable ; and, further, that 
our system of tariffs must undergo 
drastic changes, so that our trade may be 
adequately protected. The Committee on 
Engineering advises that the tariffs of the 
Puwers signatory to the Paris resolutions 
and of our other Allies who may desire 
rapprochement with the British Empire 
shall be examined with a view to negotia- 
tions for reductions in our favour of such 
duties as affect British trade. The neces-
